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SHOT WHILE PLAYING WITH REVOLVER 


Guy Crouse Ties String to Trigger and 


Throwing Gun in Air 


Pulls the Cord 


Bullet Penetrated Left Side of Lad Directly Over 


tbe Heart—Taken to Sanitarium for Ex- 


amination—Will Probably Recover. 


Guy Orouse, aged 14 years, was ac- 


accidentelly shot wh'ile playing with a 
revolver with a companion near hi"! 
parents' home in Easi, Newark Friday 
evening It is believed he will recover. 


The injured child is a son of Mr. 


and Mrs. John Crouse, residing at 397 
Florence street , Bast Newark. The 
boy's father is blind and supports his 
family by team contracting. 


Friday afternoon about 4:30 the 


Crouse lad and a neighbor boy named 
Duncan, of about the same age, began 
playing with a siuglerload, blank car- 
trtdge pistol, such are so often the 
cause of Fourth of July accidents. 


The lads were playing in rhe yard 


of the Crouse home, when one of the 
two suggested tying a string to the 
trigger of the gun and throwing it in 
the air. The pistol was loaded with a 
22 short bullet, the string was tied to 
the trigger, and with one end held by 
the boys, the weapon was tossed into 
the air. 


AVflien the string became taut the 


force of the revolver's flight caused it 
to turn in such a manner that when it 
exploded the ball penetiated the lefr 
&id* of the Orouse boy, just above tfee 
fifth rib, directly over the heart. 


The lad was slightly stunned by 


the force of the ball, but managed to 
get inro the house, where Dr. B. F. 
Barnes made a hasty examination of 
his injury- It was at first feared thai

bullet la its position. The physic'Ian- 
stated that it would probably never 
cause the child any trouble after the 
wound healed. 


The operation left Ihe boy in fair- 


ly good condition and reports from 
the Sanitarium Saturday, are to the 
effect that he is resting comfortably 
and will probably recover. 


The Duncan lad was almost frantic 


when he realized the serious nature 
of the accident to his companion, and 
it was with difficulty that he was 
quieted. The shock to the child's 
parents was also great. They accom- 
panied him to the Sanitarium 
and 


remained throughout the operation.

When the Detroit city hall was half 
its present size it cost the city §10.000 
a year to heat it by a municipal plant 
In the building. The Detroit Central 
Heating company now heats the en- 
larged building for SO.OOO a year.

ed as to what to do about tlie street 
railway system when the franchises 
expire in tuo years. The visitors said, 
the city government of Detroit lost 
money on the three cent fare because 
the three cent fare roads do not have to 
maintain the pavement between the 
tracks, while the four cent roads do. 


Alderman Watson says that the board 


of estimate in Detroit has persistently 
refused to appropriate money to keep 
the municipal electric lighting plant up 
to date and that as a result the time 
will soon come when the entire expense 
of replacing the plant will have to be 
met in one year instead of gradually 
from year to year, and the cost of elec- 
tric light will rise proportionately.— 
Milwaukee Journal.
